With WSLFL and COLUMBIA. 


At long last after months of 
planning, the U.S space shuttle 
Columbia got off on the latest of 
a series of flights, this time it 
was carrying over 70 experiments 
from many nations, collectively the 
flight waskmown as Space Lab 1. 
Included on this mission, as the RSGB 
have been falling over themselves to tell 
; us was Dr Owen Garriot, a 53 year old native

— naut',veteran of over 4300 — 
hours of flying time and of past 
Skylab 3 flights.
